—The following draft notification further to amend the Schedule to the Child and Adolescent 
Labour (Prohibition and Regulation) Act, 1986 (61 of 1986) (hereinafter referred to as the Act), which the Central 
Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the Act, is hereby notified, as required 
by sub-section (1) of the section 18, giving the notice of its intention to do so, by like notification, by addition or 
omission of certain hazardous occupation or processes in the said Schedule and for information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby and the notice is hereby given that the said draft notification will be taken into consideration after the 
expiry of a period of three months from the date on which the copies of the Official Gazette in which this notification is 
published are made available to the public; 

Objections and suggestions, if any, may be addressed to the Secretary, Ministry of Labour and Employment, 
Shram Shakti Bhavan, Raft Marg, New Delhi-110001; 

Objections or suggestions, which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft notification 
before expiry of the period specified above, will be considered by the Central Government. 

I. In the Child and Adolescent Labour (Prohibition and Regulation) Act, 1986 (61 of 1986), in the Schedule, for the

plating, or any other process involving inflammable substances; or
